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le A railroad line has recently been completed which constitutes a doubling 
of the Transiberian railroad between the Urals and the Yenisej River. Part 
gf this line has been under construction for some time. The estimated 
length of the line is about 2,000 km, and it Connects Kuibyshey with Chkalov, 
KarbaayjAkmolinsk, Pavlodar, Barnaul, Stalinsk, and Abakan. The strategic 
and economic importance of this line is evidenced by the following factors; 
ae Doubles the capacity of military transportation between Central Asia 
neluding Mongolia) and Europe, 
b. Unites directly the Coal area of Karaganda with the industrial areas 
of Stalinsk and Kuznetsk, 
Ce Connects these industrial Zones with European Russia by means of the 
Barnaul-Semipalatinsk-Alma Ata~Samarkand line and with the frontierw 
Qf the Middle last. 
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
